to an end there was no indication 
on the faces of the jurors as to the 
possible outcome of the trial. It 
was quite apparent, however, that 
hostility in the group was lacking. 


Several ballots_-were reported to 


have been taken by the jury in 
the six-hour session but nothing 
definite was forthcoming from the 
jury room as to how the votes 
were divided. 


Just how long it would take for 


the jury to reach a unanimous de- 
cision, if one is obtained, was a 
matter for speculation. "Grape- 
vine" reports ^ndicated that the

sion. 


The jury of five women and 


seven men was given four options 
for a verdict by Judge Walter Mc- 
Mahon. They were: Guilty of

tory sentence of death: guilty of 
first degree murder with mercy, 
which would mean life in pnsoa 
without hope of pardon; guilty of 
second x degree 
murder,

RECEIVE CARGOES 


With a dozen planes from the U. 


S. S. Lexington already piling In 
regular cargoes of medical provi- 
sions and food, and evacuating the 
badly injured on return trips, the 
medical staffs working tirelessly 
in the hot sun here found increas- 
ing assurance that an outbreak of 
pestilence would be prevented. 
Hundreds of the injured were ship- 
ped to Corinto and other points 
by train following the reopening 
of the line between here and that 
port. 


The death toll remained as in- 


definite as ever, with no attempts 
made to identify the dead.

Frederick L. Bradman, command- 
ing the marines, declared that as 
many as 2,000 have been killed 
when the city collapsed. How- 
ever, President Moncada and Col- 
onel Matthews of the Nicaraguan 
National Guards believed the death 
toll would not exceed?

An estimate of the injured^ has 


not been attempted by any 'of the 
Ieading>official3. Digging squads 
so far have taken approximately 
700 bodies from the rums, but a 
large section of the wrecked city 
remains to be searched. 


Common graves were prepared 


as hastily as possible for their dis- 
posal. Prevention of disease, it 
was pointed out, depends to a 
large extent on the speedy burial 
of the dead. 


Doctors and nurses attended to 


the injured as fast as possible. 
Operating on the serious cases on 
tables set up in the marine bar- 
racks and few available shelters. 
Long lines of minor cases filed con- 
tinually past the first aid stations 
established in the open throughout 
the stricken region.

conventions is growing, the asso-

The association's claim which 


exceeds that generally made by the 
wets immediately following 
the 


election last November, 
includes 


many "conversions" since the na- 
tionwide vote, according to offi- 
cials. 


The election result generally was 


tabulated by both wet and dry or- 
ganizations as giving the anti-pro- 
hibitionists about 140 votes in the 
house.

161 IN FAVOR 


The association's latest tabula- 


tion shows 161 members of the 
house favoring submission of re- 
peal of the 18th Amendment and 
22 members of the senate. 


Although the number falls short 


of a majority in either house, the 
number of house members favoring 
the referendum or repeal plan is 
regarded by the anti-prohibition- 
ists as especially significant. 


A movement is now under way 


to liberalize the rules of the house 
of representatives so that 100 
members by petition can force a 
measure to the floor

able to force a roll call vote which

SOME ARE SILENT 


The wet ranks obtained some 


additions through party platform 
pledges and the liquor referen- 
dums in both states. Some mem- 
bers have declined to say whether 
or not they will abide by the vote 
of last November. 


In making the claim of 161 


members of the house, officials of 
the association against the prohi- 
bition amendment point out that 
they could count but 76 wets in 
the house in 1928 and but 15 in 
the senate. 


The anti-prohibitionists expect to 


make further gains through the 
reapportionment of congressional 
districts now under way in the 
states. They expect the dry dis- 
tricts to lose strength and the wet 
districts to increase Iheir power.
